NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
five Croatian terrorists charged

Thomas R Pattison, deputy

penalty of 20 years in prison 
and a mandatory life prison 
sentence or the death penalty if 
a person is killed during a 
hijacking 


It was not immediately clear, 
however, if that section of the 
law applies to the death of New 
York police officer killed by a 
bomb left behind Friday night 
in Grand Central station by the 
hijackers of the Trans World 
Airlines jetliner with 87 aboard. 
The five suspects, driven in a 
five-car motorcade, arrived at 
U.S. District Court in Brooklyn

house. They were expected to

Board To Review County Budget 


The Rush County proposed 
budget faces further cuts today 
as the Tax Adjustment Board 
meets to review the present 
budget that already was cut by 
the Rush County Council in 
action last Tuesday and Wed­ 
nesday. A 114 per cent cut in 
the budget was applied by the 
County Council after their two- 
day review 
As the budget now stands, 
before the Tax A djustm ent 
Board meets today, it will take 
$2,049,036 to operate the county 
offices during the 1977 fiscal 
year, an increase of $158,764 
over the amount of the 1976 
budget 
Although the County 
Council made many cuts in the 
budget, they did approve pay 
increases for all elected county 
officials Those elected officials 
were given $250 more a year, 
and most appointed officials 
were given a yearly increase of 
$300 County highway workers 
and other county workers were 
given hourly wage increases 


Even with most of the in­ 
creases, the county tax rate is 
not expected to increase too 
much more than that of last 
year 
Following the council’s ac­ 
tions, no more revisions can be 
made on the proposed budget, 
other than cuts by the Tax 
Adjustment Board today or the 
Stale Tax 
Board which will 
review the budget on (X’tober 
6th 
In the two-day session, the 
council made very minor cuts in 
most budgets, but made major 
cuts in 
the 
welfare budget 
proposal 
They also cut the 
.salaries of 
three township 
trustees, and increased seven 
other sa la rie s for township 
trustees 
The welfare department of the 
county had requested $166,UUU to 
operate their office for 1977, and 
the council sliced that figure to 
$100,(JOO 
Over $76,000 of the 
amount was wages that the 
departm ent 
sought 
as 
in 


creases The department had 
requested $93,156 for a total 
salary package, and the council 
cut that to $76,739 The depart­ 
ment head and employees were 
each granted wage increases of 
$250 for a year 
Should the welfare budget 
stand as the council approved it, 
there will be an increase of 
$69,852 over the budget that 
department received last year, 
a jump from $375,142 in 1976 to 
$44,994 next year 
The council cut the sheriff 
d ep artm en t's 
request 
by 
$14,000, turning down a request 
for four jailers instead of two At 
the same time, the prosecutor's 
office request of additional 
funds was cut $1,100, circuit 


court was cut $400, and county 
court was cut $l,ooo 
.Salary for the sheriff was 
boosted to $11 ,ooo, an increase of 
$850, 
and 
deputies’ salaries 
were all increased $300 
The council accepted the 
budget of the hospital as it was 
presented.

proximately the same as last 
year It will coat an estimated 
$2,486,384 to operate the hospital 
in 1977 
The council cut $4,600 from

Giant Sponge Growing Offshore 


OAKLAND, Calif. (U PI) — A new genus of giant 
sponge is thriving in the P acific just outside the Golden 
G ate B ridge where thousands of barrels of radioactive 
w aste w ere dum ped 25 years ago, but scientists say no 
“science 
fiction’’ 
is 
involved. 
The Oakland Tribune, in a copyrighted story, Sunday 
described the sponges as th ree to four feet tall and 
shaped like big vases. They a re near the Farallon 
Islands, 30 miles west of San Francisco. 
R obert S. Dyer, an oceanographer with the Office of 
Radiation Program s of the E nvironm ental Protection 
Agency, discovered the sponges. He said the plutonium 
content of the sea bottom n ear the sm all cluster of 
uninhabited islands where 47,500 b a rrels of radioactive 
w aste w ere dumped, was found to be 25 times higher 
than the m axium um levels previously predicted by 
scientists 
D yer said he was asked by his coworkers about the 
possibility of a “giant m utant sponge” growing out of 
the radioactive dump. 
“ It’s a nice science fiction idea, but I would have a 
hard tim e justifying it,” he said.

Death Toll Rises 
In Cape Town 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(U P I) — White citizens angered 
by nearly a week of antigovern­ 
ment riots shot and killed four 
nonwhites this weekend. Three 
others were killed by police. 
The killings raised the death 
toll in the Cape Town area to 34 
since the race riots erupted last 
Tuesday 
in 
the white-owned 
center of the city. 
In the latest incident, a white 
resident at suburban Matrods- 
fontein shot and killed two of 
three blacks, who attacked shop 
assistants in a nearby store 
with knives late Sunday. The 
third attacker was chased down 
in the streets by a mob and 
captured. 


In Crawford, another white 
suburb, a white motorist shot 
and killed one m ulatto Saturday 
and wounded another, who had 
forced his c ar from the road. 
In Franschoek, a sleepy wine­ 
growing village in the m oun­ 
tains 40 miles northeast of Cape 
Town, 
three 
white 
civilians 
becam e angered when a m ulat­ 
to broke from a chanting crowd 
outside a whites-only central 
hotel and began sm ashing an 
automobile with a brick. They 
fired 
sim ultaneous 
burst 
of 
gunfire, killing the man. 
Police Maj. Gen David Kriel 
said three persons were killed 
by police in the Cape Town 
area, but did elaborate on the 
circum stances of the shootings. 


At least 338 persons have died 
in 12 weeks of racial unrest 
across South Africa. 
Police 
said 
the 
weekend 
shootings reflected a growing 
backlash by gun-toting white 
civilians, who have besieged 
Cape Town gunshops dem and­ 
ing weapons at any price. 


Meanwhile, 
near 
Pretoria, 
1,04ft m iles north of Cape Town, 
police killed a black youth and 
wounded 
five 
other 
rioters 
Saturday when a crowd of IOO 
ram p a g in g stu d en ts hurled 
gasoline bombs and stones at a 
police station in Attridgeville, a 
segregated black suburb six 
miles from the capital. 
The rioters — leaving the 
funeral of a black girl killed in 
clashes 
between 
police 
and 
students — stoned cars, burned 
a white-owned bus and set fire 
to a governm ent building. 
In other weekend develop­ 
m ents, police arrested Lydia 
Johnstone, a 22-year-old m ulat­ 
to, 
who 
represented 
South 
A frica’s nonwhites in the Miss 
World 
contest 
last 
year 
in 
london. She was charged with 
violating the riotous assem blies 
act that bans public meetings. 
Friends, however said she 
was

uninterested 
in 
politics to even discuss the

1904, he sold his b u sin ess to T W L y tle who operated it a s a d rug 
store until 1915. W B and W illard F o x then bought the p h a r ­ 
m acy and for ll m o n th s operated the F o x B rothers D rug Store. 
T he p h a rm a c y continued to be a p o p u la r properous business 
In 1916 the lease and p h arm acy c h a n g e d hands ag a in This 
tim e it w as p u rc h a s e d by Charles W'ilson and Ed P i t m a n Ed 
had w orked in the sto re as a clerk sin c e 1902 Charles Wilson had 
w orked for Jo h n W ehrle before e n te rin g college to study 
p h arm acy . Both w e r e licensed p h a r m a c is ts . When M r Wilson 
died suddenly the p h a rm a c y was a g a in u p for sale 
In 1948. the b u sin ess was p u rc h a se d by H erm an A m ick He

K in m an an d D an B illm an assu m ed th e lease. They enh an ce d 
the qu ain tn ess of the building T hey converted it to a gift shop 
and infant a p p a re l shop They used m a n y of the old item s in the 
store for display.

Think About It 
Who Will Suffer? 


Recently, in this column, you were told of four 
Fresno, California, newsman who faced jail sen­ 
tences because they wou Id not sell a judge how they 
received their information on a series of articles they 
ran in their paper. Refusing to reveal their sources 
of information infuriated the judge, and he had them 
bound over to jail, where they spent little time and 
were quickly out on bond. 
And now, those four newsmen are in jail, not for 
committing violent crimes against society, hut 
reporting the news, new that just happened to offend 
a state judge. They dared to print news that the judge, 
the Honorable 
Denver Peckinpah, thought should 
not be before the eye of the public. That isn’t the 
formal charge against them, but that is why they 
were sent to jail. 
Now under a recent Supreme Court ruling, it could 
happen to any other reporter at any other time. They 
could be locked up in jail for merely doing their job- 
reporting the news. 
The imprisonment of James Bort, William Pat­ 
terson, George Gruner, and Joseph Rosato of the 
Fresno Bee is a loss for not only those in the jour­ 
nalism media, but for citizens everywhere. The 
reason? Peckinpah has challenged the right of every 
single American to read about scandals that the 
courts may choose to suppress. He has decided the 
courts have the power to determine what, if anything, 
the people of America can read in their newspapers. 
In doing so, he has directly challenged the Bill of 
Rights, for the founding fathers, in their m ere mortal 
wisdom, decided a long time ago that the press was to 
occupy an adversary role, a system of checks and 
balances that had nothing to do with Congress, courts, 
or the President of the United States him self. The 
press provided a check that was more powerful than 
any other, for if this nation was to run properly, for 
the people, so that they could bring justice to those 
who would choose to ignore the obvious. The press has 
a responsibility to the people, it’s readers, to keep 
the United States government honest, and for 200 
years it has done just that. 
Those in the beginning knew that without the 
freedom of the press, the other freedoms would fall. 
Let the government take over the press, and there 
will be no giant uproar from the people. Without the 
press, who would know? 
The Bee case, as previously reported, began over 
two years ago when the Bee got ahold of Grand Jury 
testimony that alleged a city councilm an 
had 
received $5,000 from a garbage contracting firm. 
According to the testim ony, he stood to get another 
$20,000 if the firm landed the public garbage contract. 
Judge Peckinpah had sealed the testim ony and 
slapped a gag order on the entire court, claim ing that 
the unfavorable publicity, should it lead, would 
prejudice the rights of the accused councilman, 
thereby eliminating the chances for a fair trial. 
Not until the trial was ordered moved to another 
county did the Bee publish the testim ony, because, 
after all, the editors reasoned that the public voters 
had a right to know about the alleged m isconduct of 
one of their elected officials.

Creating Needless Anxiety 


What information does a bone 
marrow test show that is not 
apparent in the study of the 
Mood? The doctor suggested 
that my father may need this 
test at some future time. — Mr. 
G. E., R.I. 
D ear Mr. E.: 
F irst I will explain the pur­ 
pose of a bone m arrow test. 
Then I will devote m yself to my 
p e rso n al reactio n s to w ell­ 
m eaning doctors who think out 
loud and thereby risk inducing a 
great deal of anxiety in their 
patients. 
The bone m arrow contains an 
intricate m echanism for the 
m a n u fa c tu re of m illio n s of 
healthy red and white cells. 
W henever there is a need for an 
increase of the white blood cells 
to battle infection, the bone 
m arrow responds with lightning 
speed to pour out these needed 
cells. Red blood cells, too, are 
p ro d u ced 
here 
d u rin g 
an 
em ergency. 
A sm all amount of blood can 
be painlessly removed from the 
bone m arrow of the chest in 
order to study abnorm al cells 
that m ay be present. 
This test can be a valuable 
ad d itio n to the in fo rm atio n 
gleaned from blood taken from 
the vein. 
When the doctor said that 
your father 
•may" need this 
test at som e future tim e he was 
thinking out loud and created in 
you anxiety that m ight have 
been avoided. 
If such a test was necessary it 
should have been done at that 


tim e. If, h o w ev er, a bone 
m arrow 
te s t 
w as 
m erely 
speculative then there was no 
need to impose on you and your 
family such unnecessary fear. 


There are sim ilar patterns of 
induced fear which, by a word, 
a thought or a grim ace, send 
fam ilies into a ta ilsp in of 
concern.

co n ce p t 
of 
doctor- 
induced anxiety has recently 
been broadened and described 
by the word, "Iatro g en esis." It 
o rig in ates 
fro m 
th e 
w ord 
“ iatros” (G reek for “ doctor") 
and " g e n e s is ” 
(G re e k for 
"origin"). 


P h y sician s a r e becom ing 
more and m ore aw are that the 
slig h test 
in tim a tio n 
or 
suggestion, 
m ad e 
by 
the 
process of ‘thinking out loud," 
m ay induce p sy ch o lo g ically 
destructive fears. 


For exam ple, the patient who 
comes to the doctor months 
after he should have, having 
lived in terro r 
about heart 
d isease, 
is 
p a rtic u la rly 
susceptible to a look, a frown, a 
shake of the head th at might 
have been m ade by the doctor 
without any relationship to the 
patient's condition.

voters make Nov. 2 with the greatest im pact 
on their pocketbooks and their daily lives 
m ay be their selection of state legislators.

seats. 
The 
1976 
Indiana 
Legislature was a divided one with the 
Senate controlled by Republicans, 2723, and 
the House by the D em ocrats, 56-44 
House Speaker Phillip E. Bainbridge, D- 
Highland. said, “ think there is a very good 
possibility we will have a Democrat House 
and Senate. If that happens it will be the 
first tim e in quite som e tim e and there will 
be a hard look 
taken at some of the 
inequities that have been established over 
the past few years as a result of Republican 
influence." 
Form er 
House 
Speaker 
Kermit 
O 
Burrous, R-Peru. now the House m inority 
leader, differed 
with 
Bainbridge. 
H e 
- 
forecasts a Republican-controlled House and 
Senate to back up Gov. Otis R. Bowen in his 
plans for a second term 
Bainbridge. Burrous and other legislative 
leaders generally agreed that 1977 will be a 
‘ tax session" but the changes m ade will 
depend on w hether the Democrats or the 
Republicans control the legislative branch or 
w hether the 1977-78 legislatures again will be 
split. 
All agreed that the proposed equal rights 
am endm ent to the U.S. Constitution, the 
question of whether to legalize parim utuel 
h orseback betting and increased financial 
aid for cities and towns including police and 
firem en’s 
pensions

More Problems

Today’s modern businessm an has problem s 
unheard of seventy-seven years ago. Inflation 
has caused his expenses to soar out of sight. 
He has to collect tax monies for the state and 
federal governm ents. Since his cost of doing 
business constantly rises he m ust pass the 
increases along to his custom ers, all of whom 
think he is m aking a fortune. The automobile 
has caused local citizens to travel afar to 
those huge shopping m alls where shopping 
becom es a day out with the wife. 
Many a businessm an m ight look back to an 
age when business m eant sim ply hanging out 
your sign to let the local citizenry know you 
had som ething to sell. There was no worry 
about advertising expense in those long gone 
days of 1899 which som e present Rushville 
citizens call “ the golden ag e ” of Rushville 
business. 
The y ear 1899 was probably a golden era for 
Rushville’s m erchants and professional men. 
Business was not only good but according to 
Johnson 
and 
C am p b ell’s 
co m m erc ial 
directory "The P rom oter” Rushville was 
showing prom ise as “a m ost prom ising in­ 
dustrial field.” 
That last year of the nineteenth century was 
ushering in an age of optim ism . The Spanish- 
A m erican War had ended and who would 
have thought of two world w ars which would 
follow in the next century? Crim e was still a 
word in a dictionary to m ost people and 
fam ilies still went to church on Sunday and 
rested the rem ainder of the day in their big 
homes. 
Rushville’s brand new court house had been 
built the year before and its m assive Indiana 
lim estone exterior and m arble and tile in­ 
terior boasted that Rushville w as on its way to 
bigger and better things 
Surrounding the new courthouse on all sides 
and extending up and down side streets was 
the Rushville business district. Chain stores, 
absentee landlords and m ass m erchandising 
were all unknown to the m ajority of Rush­ 
v ille ^ b u sin essm en but som ehow th e ir 
businesses survived and thrived. 
George C. Wyatt and Company survived 
because it was a dual business. W yatt’s was 
not only a successful furniture business but it 
was also a successful m ortuary. Seventy- 
seven years ago m ortuary practice was not a 
science, but an "undertaking business.” "The 
Prom oter” duly noted that the first floor of 
W yatt’s North Main Street store was devoted 
to furniture while the second and third floors 
"a re thoroughly packed with an elegant line 
of household goods and undertaker’s fur­ 
nishings entirely hid from the general public 
view ." George C. W yatt’s Company was 
showing its success by getting ready to oc­ 
cupy new quarters across North Main Street 
which would be in the "Sm ith and Cam bern 
(b u ild in g ) alm o st opp o site the p resen t 
location, corner Third and Main S treets.” 
Next door to George C. W aytt’s store was an 
institution of long standing in Rushville and 
elsew here, the Post Office. In 1899, the only 
real qualification for postm aster was that he 
supported the winning candidate. Adam V. 
Spivey had supported Henry U. Johnson in his 
race for sixth district congressm an. Johnson 
beat Jam es E. Watson and recom m ended to 
the president that Adam Spivey be appointed 
Rushville Postm aster. The new postm aster 
took office on M arch I, 1898 and promptly 


proved he was worth the salary the govern­ 
ment paid him. The post office moved into 
new quarters on North Main Street and was 
fitted with 710 combination lock boxes and IOO 
lock boxes. Under Spivey’s adm inistration 
sales of stam ps and money orders increased 
by alm ost fifty per cent. 
There w ere, of course, m any businesses in 
1899 which no longer exist today. One of these 
was the carriag e and harness business. Rush­ 
ville boasted a number of "buggy ” shops. One 
of these was that of L. Neutzenhelzer and *Son. 
The firm was located on F irst Street and 
employed 
five 
men. 
N eutzenhelzer 
was 
known far and wide for his light buggies and 
track harnesses. He served custom ers all 
over the country and “enjoys a large trade in 
New York and other eastern cities.” Neut­ 
zenhelzer and his two sons also sold many 
buggies and carriages to local residents as 
well. 
Drug Stores were abundant in 1899 Rush­ 
ville. One of the largest and m ost complete 
belonged to Dyar C. Hazelrigg. Hazelrigg 
compounded his drugs in a building next to 
the original location of Frank Wilson Clothes 
on North Main Street. Like m ost drug stores 
today, H azelrigg’s sold more than drugs. The 
enterprising young man sold books, cigars, 
photographic supplies and school supplies. At 
Hazelrigg’s 
you 
could 
also 
have 
your 
photographs developed by the owner and Roy 
A bercrom bie who was his store assistant. 
Speaking of photography, the a rt was still 
an infant but there were m any businessmen 
who were willing to help it grow into a 
flo u rish in g 
business. 
R u sh v ille ’s 
lone 
photographer w as George M. Ram sey. Both 
Ramsey and photography w ere new'to*4iush- 
ville. The young m an set up his photo studio 
on North Main Street just opposite the post 
office. R am sey had graduated from The 
Illinois College of Photography in 1898 and if 
‘‘The P ro m o te r’s ” a d v e rtisin g can be 
believed he was another George E astm an of 
Kodak fam e. Perhaps this is true. In those 
days an 
individual 
never 
sm iled 
in a 
photograph. 
All 
men 
looked 
like 
stern 
representatives of a sober society and the 
women looked as if they were going to cry or 
hit someone in a fit of rage. One of R am sey’s 
works shows a group consisting of one young 
m an surrounded by four women. The women 
all look as if they are ready to sm ile with 
twinkles in their eyes which seem to say 
“ w e’ve got him now.” While the young man 
complete in Stetson hat and high starched 
collar looks very unhappy. 
Speaking of girls; most of them in those 
golden days grew 
up to be 
handsome 
specim ens of feminity 
They alm ost all 
m arried or took care of elderly relatives or 
taught school or becam e m issionaries. A few 
of them went into business. One of these was 
Mrs. J. W. Wilson who ran a shoe store on 
North Main just opposite the new court house. 
Businessmen w ere not happy about the op­ 
posite sex going into business. W hat probably 
saved Mrs. Wilson from the righteous wrath 
of her m ale counterparts was the fact that she 
had taken over the business from her recently 
deceased husband. 
Mrs. Wilson’s shoe store not only sold the 
latest brand of shoes but also m ade shoes to 
order and had a shoe repair m an (then called 
a m echanic) on the prem ises for repairs. 


And By The Way 
Illegal Fence 


PETALUMA, Calif. (U PI) — What is 24 
m iles long and 18 feet high, m ade of 165,000 
yards of nylon, and runs from the edge of 
C alifornia’s wine country to the ocean? 
It s a "running fence," th a t’s what it is. It 
is also a work of art. It also m ay be illegal. 
The $2 million project was completed 
Wednesday by 365 paid w orkers under the 
leadership 
of 
Bulgarian 
a rtist 
Christo 
Javacheff. 
W orkers on the project, which Javacheff 
conceives as a "transient m onum ent to my 
genius," began stringing the nylon on cables 
attached 2,200 pre-placed fence posts before 
dawn under the supervision of the artist and 
his wife, JeanneClaude. 
It was 
built 
prim arily to be seen by 
drivers on the move along Highway 101. The 
California Highway Patrol has received an 
agreem ent 
from the artist to take it down 
should too 
m any people stop to look at the 
running fence and traffic 
on 
the busy 
highway become congested. 
Fans of the abstract salute the way the 
running fence glistens and glows in the 
sunshine, 
and other adm irers 
report 
it 
m akes them think of old-tim e sailing ships 
along 
the 
hill But 
cynics 
liken 
it to 
som ebody's wash hung out to dry. 
The couple went through several years of 


red tape, controversy and negotiations with 
landowners to clear the way for the fence, 
which is to rem ain up for only two weeks. 
Javacheff still may be in possible trouble 
with the state of California because he had 
been denied perm ission to string the last 
section down from the hills to the seashore 
until the Coastal Commission approved 
But Javacheff wanted his fence to "rise 
from the sea" so the workers continued it to 
Bodega Bay. 


"W e’U treat it the sam e as any violation," 
said Joseph Bodovitz, executive director of 
the comm ission, 
"and ask the attorney 
general to take appropriate action ’’ That 
could m ean punitive dam ages, or even jail, 
for the artist.

figures from the art world were on hand for 
opening 
cerem onies 
W ednesday, 
and 
a 
docum entary film company recorded for 
posterity the appearance of the unique work 
of a rt across the California landscape 
Thirty five landow ners on 57 parcels of 
land agreed to have the running fence 
traverse their territory because they each got 
$215 or the equivalent in television sets and 
refrigerators, plus all the m aterial used in 
crossing the land — steel poles, cables, and 
nylon fabric.

Fights Discrimination In Japan 


TOKYO (UPI) - About the 
time Barbara Walters signed a 
million dollar contract to co­ 
anchor 
a 
nationwide 
news 
program in America, Setsuko 
Murakami lost her job as a 
television announcer in Japan 
because her boss said she’s no 
longer pretty enough 
Murakami, 39, an attractive 
woman with piquant features, 
fashionable short-cropped hair 
and a nice figure, is battling 
against the 
tide in Japan’s 
male-dominated 
professional 
world. 
‘‘My boss said I was going to 
be 
transferred 
to 
another 
department because I was no 
longer pretty and too old to be 
an announcer,” she says. “ I 
finally got very mad and wrote 
him 
a 
note 
saying 
‘cannot 
accept your reason, so I cannot 
follow your order.’” 
The 17-year veteran announc­ 
er at Nippon Television Net­ 
work went to court and won 
back her job, but her struggle 
isn’t over. 
“ I report to work every day, 
but I haven’t been given any 
assignment since I won my 
case,” she says. ‘‘They’re still 
waiting to see if I ’ll leave on 
my 
own 
because 
of 
the 
unpleasant circumstances, but 
I ’m not going to give up now.” 
Sexual discrimination is wide­ 
spread in 
Japan's 
business, 
po litical 
and 
professional 
worlds although the post-war 
constitution specifically forbids 
it. Japanese women, one third 
of the work force, usually face 
wage gaps that 
widen with 
every year of work, discrimina­ 
tion in promotions and forced 
retirement 
at 
the 
time 
of 


marriage or the birth of a 
child. 
‘ ‘Today it ’s a little better 
than 
IO 
years 
ago,” 
says 
Murakami. ‘‘Back then they 
used to cut women off at the 
age of 30. But as the situation 
for women has improved. I ’ve 
been getting older, and time 
finally caught up with me at 
39.” 
She goes on, "Men don’t give 
women jobs as human beings in 
broadcasting 
They 
think 
a 
woman announcer has to be 
cut<* young and charming. But 
an announcer must also con­ 
duct interviews; the job re­ 
quires more than cuteness. 
‘‘The time they asked me to 
transfer was 
when 
a 
new, 
young woman announcer had 
just been hired,” she says. 
“ They wanted to get rid of one 
of the older ones.” 
There 
are 
nine 
women 
announcers at Nippon Televi­ 
sion, according to Murakami. 
Three are between the ages of 
20 and 30, three between 30 and 
35 and three between 35 and 40. 
She says they mostly report 
women’s news and weather and 
act as assistant announcers to 
the company’s 16 male announ­ 
cers. 
The sight of a male newscast­ 
er flanked by a smiling woman 
announcer who punctuates his 
monologue with an occasional 
“ hai” (yes) or "a so desuka” 
(is that so) is common 
on 
Japanese television. 
Married and the mother of a 
12-year-old daughter, Murakami 
says the birth of her child 
marked a turning point in her 
career at Nippon Television. 
“ Before I had my child I was
